Agriculture has issued an order which 
on March :;i removed all foot-and- 
mouth quarantines and 
restriction!1, 


against the shlpiuetU and movement 
of live stock. 
The order signed spe- 


cifically removes the quarantine from 
a .small territory In Christian Coun- 
ty, Illinois, the last area which was 
under suspicion. 
Along wiih the re- 


moval of this local quarantine, the 
various Federal 
orders 
restricting 


shipment of cattle are rescinded, so 
that dealers can now ship their cat- 
tle as before the first, quarantine was 
imposed. 


lUion notification that, the 
United 


States is i'ree from the disease, all 
foreicn fwernmenls which have plac- 
ed embargoes on American cattle arc 
expected to remove these embargoes, 
so that cattle raisers will then be 
able to resume shipments to 
these 


i'orei.UT. countries. 


The magnitude of the work of era- 


dication and control carried on by 
farmers, shippers, and the State and 
Federal Governments is shown by the 
fact that before controlled, the disease 
had gained a temporary footing in 22 
States and the District of Columbia. 
The disease appeared and was con- 
trolled in 269 different counties. 


The importance to the. stock raisinp 


indxistry of eradicating foot-and-mouth 
disease may be judged from the re- 
sults of this • plasiie 
in 
Denmark, 


where the disease appeared at about 
the same time that it broke out in the 
United States. The area of Denmark 
is approximately equal to that of the 
three New England 
States—Massa- 


chusetts, 
Connecticut, and 
TUiode 


Island. 
It is. however, ?„ great dairy- 


ins country, and it. has been estimat- 
ed that the losses in milk in one year 
caused by the fooi-and-mouth disease 
have amounted to approximately one- 
third of the total cost of eraclictaing 
the pestilence in 22 States 
of this 


country. The Danish authorities were 
unable to carry out their former po- 
licy of slaughter, and were compelled 
to reson to such measures of control 
as could be established by quarantines 
and other restrictions. 


As a result cf better understanding 


between the State and National Gov- 
ernments, representatives of the De-

The first locomotives in the United 


States were brought over from Eng- 
land by Horatio Allen cf New York 
in the fall of 1S29 or the spring of 
1S3O. und one of them was set up OD 
the Delaware and Hudson railroad at 
Carlxmdale. Ta.: but, being found too 
heavy for the track, its OM WM aban- 
doned. 


The nrst locomotive constructed In 


this touuiry was built by the West 
Point foundry at New York In 1830 for 
the South Carolina railroad aud named 
(lie I'hwuix. A second engine was 
built tbc same year by tlie same estab- 
lish meut and for tbe styue railroad and 
named the West Point.
